The serious collector should not 
miss this opportunity to keep in touch with the market. | may suggest that if you have a 
friend or relative who shares your interest in coins, you might consider ordering him a gift 
subscription. 


We have noticed the increased incidences of a Buyer’s Fee instituted by various auction 
houses, both large and small. We have carefully analyzed this approach and see it more as 
a gimmick than a viable sales tool. All other things being equal, it may in effect reduce 
the overall commission rate by 1%. Usually knowledgeable bidders take a buyer’s fee into 
account and reduce their bids accordingly. Occasionally, a floor bidder may become 
carried away and bury himself by forgetting the buyer’s fee but this occurs in every 
type of auction. 


The underlying intent of a buyer’s fee is to promote the consignment of extremely rare 
material. Those houses which have solicited material through this manner are generally no 
more successful in obtaining it than previously. Some who have used this approach are 
considering returning to the straight commission approach. Even when a zero commission 
rate is negotiated on a truly rare coin so as to just charge a guaranteed buyer’s fee, these 
lots frequently remain unsold. It is a disappointing wasted effort to have expensive lots 
remain unsold — not an uncommon occurence for some auction houses. An established 
auction house is geared to sell coins at decent prices. Their reputation ideally is based on 
service, cataloging accuracy and good bidder response, however the reputation of some 
may be no more than an advertising sham. The split buyer — consignor fee is probably no 
more than a temporary fad in North America.
